Street names are now being 
selected and the houses will be numbered. 

Tangible results of the improvements already are 
evident Three houses which had been for sale for several 
years recently were purchased. Three makeshift dwellings 
have been torn down and other similar structures are 
expected to disappear shortly. 

Also, residents of Cypress Court are beautifying their 
properties when only a short time ago there was little 
incentive to improve anything. 

And all this came after the formation of an improve¬ 
ment district which cost only $11,239. Already it’s apparent 
that the value of the 37 homes in Cypress Court has 
increased by much more than that amount. 

Much credit must go to City Administrator Lawrence 
C. Bevington, who pushed the project through to its com¬ 
pletion, to the City Council and to the Cypress Court 
residents who in March, 1955, petitioned the city to form 
an assessment district. 

Sierra Madre is a better place to live because of their 
efforts.—H.W.E.
